To protect itself, the PANGOLIN 

(pang-OO-lin) is the world’s only armored anteater! 
Covered from nose to toes with leathery scales that 
overlap like shingles, it whips out its long, gooey 
tongue like a furry anteater to catch a bunch of ants 
at once! But when the Pangolin gets scared, it curls 
up into a tight ball, like a soccer ball with spikes. 

The world's largest single cell is the North 
African OSTRICH EGG, whicl \ is over 6 
inches long and 5 inches in diameter. That’s 
almost as big as your head, but not as hairy. 
It’s shell is very strong to protect it. You 
could even stand on it! If you decide to 
boil an ostrich egg for lunch, it takes at 
iSsim least 40 minutes!! 


PANGOLIN 


The ANGLER FISH actually fishes for 
1 other fish! It grows an unusual fleshy pole out 
1 of its back near its dorsal fin, which dangles a 

■ frilly “bait” above its mouth. When a curious 

m fish stops by to investigate, dinner is served! 

§ You won’t catch one of these in your local 

fishin' hole. The angler lives in deep sea 

waters throughout the world. 

An incredible lizard called the BASILISK 
(BAS-uh-hsk) lives by the water in Central and South 
America. Its rear legs are much better developed than 
its front legs, so when it rears up and runs on its hind legs, it 
looks like a small dinosaur. But, most amazingly, it can run 
on top of the water, sometimes as far as a quarter mile! 
The basilisk is very light and has large feet that keep it afloat 

as long as it keeps up its speed, but if it gets dunked,
